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POLITICAL PRECEDENTS.

An article which recently appeared in the
Buffalo Hrpress draws an elaborate eompari-
son between the Fugitive Slave Law and the
so-oalled Ku.klux bill, and justifies the latter
statute by the precedent set in the former.
The Fugitive Slave Law, it says, was an ex-
treme measure in ihe direction of ocentraliza-
tion; it recognized no limit to the power of
the United Btates Government; it overrode
the sovercignty of the States; it authorired
tte use of the military arm; it extinguished
the

writ of haveas corpus—
and all to protect tha slave-
bolder in his rights of properly. The Ku.

klux bill, it urges, adopts the same measnres,
and ealls into action the same forces, but
with a far different object. It also acknow-
ledges no limit to the power of the United
States Government, and overrides the sove-
reignty of the States, bnt only to protect
citizens in their lives, in their freedom of
sctien and opinion, and in all their privi-
leges and immunities. We shall not discuss
the position thus briefly sketehed, bat simply
use it as the text for a few obgervations
whiah it plainly suggests upon the danger of
political precedents,

The writer in the Eurpress is so oarried
away by the comparnson he has made between
the atrocions design of the enrlier statnte and
the beneficial object of the present law, that
he fails to perceive the double nature and re-
troactive force of his own argunment, which
is, indeed, a two-edged weapon, wonnding
friend and foe aljke. This argument, in a
nutshell, is as follows: —Twenty.one years
ago the party in power violated the spirit
of the Constitution in order to protect pro-
perty in slaves; therefore we, who are the
special champions of liberty and equal rights,
may in like manner and by like means violate
the spirit of the Constitution in order to pro-
tect life and personal security. Two prece-
dentshavethus been established in favor of the
same measnres of violation, althongh with
very different designs. Do not the Krpress,
and all other advocates of this legislation,
perceive that, when the party which was in
power twenty-one years ago, or its legitimate
political descendants, shall again control the
Government, it will find in this identical
example and in this reasoning ample autho-
rity for some future fugitive slave law—ample
authority by which to defend any usurpations
of power for purposes as unlawful and wicked
nd those sought to be accomplished by the
Force bill are proper and just? ’i‘,ho doctrine
that evil may be done that good may come
has  always  found subtle apolo-
gists. It has often been invoked
by statesmen in the administration of pnblic
aifairs, but invariably with disastrous conse-
quences. Bad political precedents are dan-
gerous in any form of government, but are
empbatically so in a government which is
restrained by an organic law, whose ob-
servance must be to a great extent voluntary,
or compelled more by the moral forge of
public opinion than by material sanctions, A
bad political precedent, set up for a worthy,
desirable, and beneficial end, 1s, in the long
run, more dangerous than a similar pracedent
established for an improper, unjust, and im-
moral end.

Thus the Force bill which Congress has
just passed carries with it the possibilities of
more and greater evil consequences than
were involved in the provisions of the Fagi-
tive Blave law. A legislation which not only
violates the organic law and the elementary
principles of political science, buk also aims
at a final result which is in itself iniquoitous,
finds few supporters beyond the ranks of
those whose immediate interests are sub-
served. The common bense of justics is out-
raged, and an opposition at once springs up
which continually gathers strength until it
finally becomes successful. On the other
hand, & legislation which violates the organic
law and the elementary principles of political
science, but for a worthy, desirable, and bene-
ficial end, at once finds supporters among
large classes of good citizens, who, in their
anxiety to reach the final result, shut their
eyes to the impreper nature of the way and
the means, The people gradually grow ac-
customed to the principle embodied in the
unlawful exercise of authority; their opinions
are reflected by the Legisluture and by the
Courts, until ip}time the measure becomes
a part of the settled administrative policy of
the country, and may be used as the base of a
new departure.

This process is illostrated by the history of
the legal-tevder ensctment. Prior to the
war, no lawyer, nor even an intelligent eiti-
zen, would have hesitated a mowent in pro-
nouncing ageinst the walidity of such a
statute. It was adopted as an experiment
under the supposition that it was absolutely
necessary. The people have acqniesced and
the courts have sustained it, and for anght
that appears it may remain & permanent fea-
ture of our financial systew. Bat it contains

the assertion of a power in Uongress to break |

up and destroy all private vontracts aund per-
sonal obligations, and leaves no safe-
d agaiust the exercise of such a power,

n this very process lies the great danger

which must always accompsny the kind
of legislatien we are describing. When,
in the course of time, other measares iden-
tical in principle, but seeking to effect some
unworthy and immoral objects, are proposed
and pessed by those who confessedly base
their action upon the precedent already set,
the better citizens will find themselves
estopped from making any opposition; their
mouths will be shut, or at least «ll the férce
will be taken from their argnments, and their
remonstrances will be unheeded. In paoblie
a8 well as in private life, with political cow-
munities as well as with individuals, bad prac-
tices to eccomplish good results must inevit-
ably end in total demoralization, 1 au entire
destruction of the practical distioctions be-

tween right and wrong,

It ought not to be necessary Lo remind any
one that the geod and wise and virtuous will
not always eontrol the adwinistration of pnb-
lig affairs: there must Le ghanges and vast
oscillstions. We wmay bewsure that when the
evil-disposed, the dishonest, and the wickad
obtsin power, they will suceessfully push to a
texrible extremity the precedents which their
predecessors bave established for them, Toe
very central idea of a constitutionsl form of
government, and the final reason for the
adoption of & written ori’mc law, osrtain aud
ﬁug in sl its features, 1s that restraiuts way
be pluced upon the acts of good and bed
rulers alike, s0o that the Inwise
measures dome by the former for
worthy end may not be adopted by the latter
sud perverted o an evil purpose, Were the
wise snd ?ootl always to be in power, there
wight be ttle danger that the rights and
tilwrties of individual eitizens would ever be
infringed. The Oovernwent mijhi be pa-

ternal and ting. It is enough to say
that our institations were founded upon no
such absurd and impossible assumption.
They recognize the oertainty of oconstant
chenges in sooiety and in those who for the
time being control soclety, and have estab-
lished safeguards inteuded to protact the
people from any possible consaquesces of
these social and pnﬂlicnl revolutions,

The danger from bad political precadents
which we are pointing out is not imaginary.
1t already lifts itself in imposing proportions,
and we stand face to face with it. The eventa
of the past two yerrs show bayond a douht
that as fast as the Democratic party has ob.
tained power in the States, it has beon gquick
to apprehend the nature and foree of the

rece‘.rents which a Republican Congress
Eun repeatedly set for 1ts study and imitation,
When the same party reachoes the position of
ancemhm-y thronghout the nation and grasps
the reins of the General Government, we way
expect a series of legislative measures, ter-
rible perbaps in their results, bat each find-
ing an example and a counterpart in some
existing statute. The Honseof Hepresentatives
first nred the process of impeachment as a
means of punishing a political opponent, and
with the avowed purpose of wmchieving a
party success, State legislatures have been
eager to copy both the act and the motive;
and impeachment, which the Constitution de-
signed as the last sanction by which the dis-
cretion of excentive und judicial officers
might be restrained within just limits, may
be considered in futnre as an ordinary and
ready instrument in the hands of a party ma-
jority to ageomplish partisan ends: nay, the
acts of the Arkansas Legislature during the
past winter have covered this most golemn
proceeding with an odinm from which it can
hardly be resoued. How meek and rame were
the Republican protests against the removal of
Governor Holden, compared with the thuu-
ders which wonld bave been uttored had it not
been for the attempt to get rid of Mz, John-
gon. Agnin, the “‘previous question,” which
war invented to ent off a feotious oppaosition
and to put an end to a discussion which hud
already been exhaustive, hns for several yoars
been used as a whip to gather in and control
a party majority and as a gag to stifle all de-
bate. The retribution has already begun in
several of the 8States, and will soms time
doubtless be consummated upon the floor of
the Homse. The mppeal to the pablie made
during the past winter by Republican mem-
bers of the Indiana Legislature who had re-
gigned was throughout a carious docament,
but no portion of it was more enrious or more
refreshingthan that which bitterly complained
of the tyranny of the Democratic majority
in the nse of the previous question, and in
the prohibition of debate upon matters of the
highest 1mportance to the State. A vision
of Thaddeus Stevens onght to have appearad
to the writer of this address and to have
stayed bis hand as he penned the inconsistent
complaint, The readiness with which the
New York Assembly rejected the claims of
Mr, Twombly and seated a Democratio mem-
ber in his place, finds many a parsllel in the
acts of recent Comgresses, and the process
will probably be repeated upon a larger field.

We have already snid that the Ku-klux bill

itself may perhaps be made the precedent for
some future fugitive slave law, or for some
other statnte which shall eqnally violate the
Constitution, political science, and good
morals. The suggestion was reasonable, and
its accomplishment is not at all improbable.
If the Democratic party should come into
power, it is certainly within the range of pos-
sibilities that it should endeavor to uphold
and sustain the liquor interest by Congres-
sional legislation directed against State pro-
bibitory and license laws. Buch a measure
could be easily patterned after the present
Foree bill; the Btate laws conld be declared
void: the Btates epacting and sustaining
them could be described as *“‘abridging the
privileges snd immunities of citizens of the
United States,” and as ‘‘denying to persons
the equal protection of the laws;” ioter-
ferenoe with the free mannfacture and sale
of liquors could be pronounced & crime
punishable by the national courts, and resist-
ance could be overawed and put down by the
wilitary. In favor of the legality of all thia
an argnment might easily be made, plaasible
enough at least for all those who should de-
sire to be convinced. The United States ia
bound and has fall anthority to protect its
citizevs in all their rights and privileges; the
right to acquire, nse, and dispose of pro-
rty is as sacred as the right to life or
iberty, and, equally with the latter, de-
mands protection from the General Govern-
ment; intoxicatiog liguors are the subjects
of property, which draws after it all the

incidents of complete ownership;
the feurteenth amendment has made
tke way clear for Congress

to interfere; and the State laws which wnolly
probibit or partially restrain the free use and
traflic in this species of property, are directly
opposed to the wholesome provisions of that
smendment. This principle has already re-
ceived the judicial sanotion sud support of
ope of the advanced membaers of the United
Btatos Supreme Court. Mr. Justice Beadley
has declared a statute of Lonisiana null and
vold which incorporated a company for re-
ceiving and slanghtering animsals, and gave
it certain privileges and immounities whioh
were denied to «ll others enguged in the same
business, According to that iearned Judge,
the fourteenth amendment was aimed at all
State laws which abridge the rights and privi-
leges of citizens as such, sund under its be-
nign proteotion are included not only the
rights to life, liberty, and properiy, but also
what be magnificently ‘callad *‘the sacred
right of lebor.”

If we shonld object, as we certainly shoald,
.that the whole matter of the manufactare,
use, and sale of intoxicating lignors was
within the purview of paolice regulation, aud
that the subject of internal police was com-
mitted exclusively to the State authorities,
we sbould be wet by the ready answer that
all this might once have been true, but that

a preceding Congress, had swept within the

“When the World gives the German-Ameri-
cans the ery of ‘States rightsa’ now, it hap-
pily forgets that the watshword of the liberals
in Germany is a ‘nuited federal government,
with strong powers,” and that the ‘reaction’
have inscribed on their banners ‘States
rights' and tbe independence of local com-
munities, No people have felt the evils of
loecal independenes, and of the constant op-
pressions of swall States, like the Crermans,
I hey bave moure fear of extreme individuali-
zation or separation of community than of an
overweening federal power. They see in this
country that a terrible civil war liks ours, and
a grand act of national ewancipation, neoces.
garily involve some abnormal and semi-
mwilitary measures, for the sake of preserving
the peace of the country snd protecting the
freed slaves. It is not the Ku-klux bill which
bas separated the New York Germans from
the Repnblican party, but far other matters,
not so important, perhaps, but which possess
great weight in the view of Germans.”

But when are the ‘‘semi-military measures”
to end?

The Times misestimates the intelligence
of German-Americans when by the proffer of
free tobscco and free lager beer it under-
takes to divertftheir attention from the com-
manding topics their ocountryman, Carl
Schunrz, places before their eyes. They
know what is reelly going on in Germany
and here. They see clearly that Bismarck
has no thought of prostrating the local rights
of Bavaria or Wurtemberg at the feet of Ber-
lin, a8 Missouri sand New York are now at
the mercy of Washington. In Germany the
rovereigns of the separate confederated
States and the States themselves have rights
which Prusssis dare not attempt to take
away. In the npper houss of the legislative
department the members are in fact dele-
gates, and in effect they vote as States. The
new Constitution of Germany is, like our
own, strong for foreign operations—‘‘K plu-
ribus wnum”—Dbut in purely community
affairs it recognizes the wigdom and necessity
of local self-government.

Dut what wounld the father-
land esy to a law of the Federal Assembly
at Berlin which proposed to authorize
Ewperor William to punish in  Bavaria
offerses pgainst the laws of that kingdom,
a8 our Ku-klux law endeavors fo enable
Grapt to apply, by his army and navy, in
New York the Jaws of New York, wheuever
he sees fit to think the rights of a citizen of
the United States are endangered ? German.
Awerienns  know full well that the danger
now in this. country is not from excess of
centrifugal force. DMore than that, they feel
that civil liberty, religions liberty, and per-
sonal liberty, each and all, are safer in this
ecountry with the Btates powerfal in sueh
things, then with &« Wasbington master, They
look back to the era of the fugitive slave law,

ETHICS AND EOOLESIASTIOS,
From Theodore Tilton's Golden Ape.

Some of our denominstional exchanges
econdemn Professor Beeley's admirable leo-
tures, recently republished here, for their in.
widions infidelity, Their heresy is counted
all the more dangerons beoause covered with
the garb and semblance of faith. Their pol-
ished phrase and professed fealty to religion
blind the very elect to the subtle elementa of
unbelief lurking in aud diffnsed through
them. They are as much more fatal than the
bold denials of Voysey, Colenso, and Parker
a4 the keen rapier wreathed in rosss is more
death-dealing thau] the blunt broadsword
brandisbed high iu air. And the ground of
thia censure is that he makes anything but
complimentary etrictures upon the Chuareh
for megleoting to teach those essential morali-
ties npon which the welfure and happiness of
individuals and the world depend.

Professor Seeley's statewents relate to
e¢clesinstical parties in England  Thoss who
draw a sharp line between the saved and the
unsaved, the Chureh and the world, religious
beliefs and sacraments that are saving, and
“mere morality"—which is well enoungh in
church-members, but not essential to salva-
tion and very dangerous for the unconverted
to have—of conrse, take no paius to indootri-
nate their congregations with ethical princi-
ples and create a sound and healthy moral
sentiment in the community, And only the
Broad-Church party in the Eatablishment,
with a small body of dissenters, are suffi-
ciently emancipated from the old theology to
regard all human beings as equally children
of God, apd subject to moral Jaws that are
equally binding upon all men, The nverags
Englisbman looks to his church for religion
woerely, and a religion well.nigh destitute of
moral elements, and gets his ethical ideas
from the press. And this is the reason that
the Church is so little of a moral foree in the
nation, and bas already lost its hold upon the
best minds,

The same thirg is essentially true in this
country. If the line between the Church and
tie world is lees broadly marked than iu for-
mer deys, it still exists, and the chief busi-
vess of the minister is to reernit the former
fromi the territory of the latter. His work is
pot to teach ethics but to save souls, and to
eave them by eome other means than the
morality which is the essenve and outcowe
of geunine religion and au essentisl element
of troe manliness, He labors to make con-
VErls, not to crente a olimmate so i:r.m{.{q,mul to
what is best and noblest in bomaen nature
that soeciety will blossom with graces and
produce the richest and rarest virtnes.
In bis view, morality bhas nothing
to do with soul-suving, Though well snough
in its woy, and a convenient thing to have, it
is not essentiul to salvation. According to
ihe most popular preacher in America, it is,
at best, a beam too short to bridge the stream
that separates earth from heaven. Morality
in adwirable for the saints, bat dangerous for
the unconverted, who are constantly tempted
to trust to it for salvation, The more moral
men are, the more are they satisfied with
morality and the less likely to aceept the doc-
trinal and sacramental expedients for the
saving of souls, and the Letter the world the
worse for the Church.

The inevitable consaquence is that, with a
few noble exceptions, the pulpits ring all pos-
sible changes on the doctrines and sacramants
they regard as essential to salvation after
desth, and spend their force in recruiting
cburches and bailding up denominations,
while the great common ioralities on which
individual sauity as well ns sanclity depend,
which sare the foundation of public welfare
and prosperity, are dropped into & secondary
and merely incidental place, if not decried

Doetrines ond sacraments sit at the
ecclesinstical feast, and ethics are left
to pick the erumbs that fall from

u

the table. R‘ha practical result of this poliey
is that the streets of all our cities are mined
with vices and honey-combed with pitfalls;
business has become another name for gam.-
bling; politics, as represented in ““the rings,"
is on organized comnspiracy to rob the people;
the domestic life of our country is demora-
lized; the churches are the hiding-places of
extorfioners and bypocrites; and & man
escorts & woman in the street oar after dark
at the peril of his life.

The majority of ecclesiastios seem to forgot
that the eaving of seuls in the next world is
God's business, while it is their business to
meke souls worth the saving. Those who
bave eaught a glimpse of better things do
not preach morality because they know so
little about it. A koowledge of ethics is not
considered a necessary part of the intellectual
furniture of a popular minister; he confounds
morals with deportment, and, filling his
quiver with theological proof-texts, brashes
the subject aside. He fails to see, what Kant
showed long sgo, that the only impreguable
ground of faith in God and imwmortality, as

gpguinst the subtle spesoulations and
scientific aclivities of the age,
is this of indestruetible moral
obligatiopg, If the Chureh has any maesuing

and use in modern society, if it srands for
any permuanent reality and essential elemeant
in our new avilization, it is the represcmia-
tive of those morsl verities, laws, and obli.
gations that are as indestroetible s human
vature, aud the unalterable condifions of
huwan goed. For merality is not that
mesgre and pinched affair that iguorant

pricsts have represented it—merely a
thing of the baods, a matter of
propriefy, a set «of manners, a sort
of Lord Chesterfield etignette with
f httle move SANCL mony in

look and severity in tone, It relutes to all
Luman relations, It covers&ll hnman duties,
It reaches to the bottom of the heart and the
top of the life. It coneerns all huwan
thonghts and feelings w8 well as actions. It
goen wherever the word Ought goes, and
covers all that means and resches to.* Reli-
gion and the Church rest at last upon morals.
A religion without movality is air without
oxygen, or & body without bone or blood.
One resnson of the imwense defeotion from

ought to regard thewselves, as the tewchers
of ethips, the ordained expositors of the
iranutable lawa of morslity, and look npon
the morsl welfare of wen apd svelely

an their apecial voontion and
department of ssrvice. And in proportion as
they do this will the world improve, and will
their offiee win the respsol and awnken the
entbusinsm of the best minds.
